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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
provide for a light-emitting device comprising a pair of electrodes and one or more organic 
layers disposed therebetween, wherein at least one of said organic layers comprises a compound 
represented by the following formula (2): 



wherein Ri represents a hydrogen atom or a methyl group; R4 represents a hydrogen atom or a 
substitutent selected from the group consisting of alkyl groups, alkenyl groups, alkynyl groups, 
aryl groups, heterocyclic groups, alkylcarbonyl groups, aryloxycarbonyl groups, alkylsulfonyl 
groups, arylsulfonyl groups, alkoxycarbonyl groups, aryloxycarbonyl groups, carbamoyl groups 
and sulfamoyl groups; R 5 and R$ independently represent a substitutent; p represents an integer 
of 1 to 4; q represents an interger of 1 to 3; A represents a comonomer unit; and k and n 
independently represent a mole fraction, k being 1 to 100 (%), n being 0 to 99 (%), and the sum 
of k and n is 100 (%), wherein a carbon atom to which Ri is attached is bonded to the 3- or 6- 
position of the carbazole ring in said compound represented by formula (2). Additionally, the 
prior art does not provide a suggestion or modification to make the present invention.
